The Interstate Trade bill

Later the afternoon Mr. Clayton in- 
troduced the Interstate Trade Commis- 
gion bill in the House of Representa- | 
tives. It was referred to the House In- 
terstate Commerce Committee, of which |

msn. This was in accord with the Un-|

Interiecking Directorates, 


The Interlocking Directorates bill pro- 
hibits individuals, partnership members, 
Directors, or officers of corporations in | 
the of making railway Cars, | 
locomotives, rails, structural 
mining or selling companies, or in banks | 
or trust companies from acting as Di- 
rectors, officers, or employes of rail- 
road or other public service corporations | 
in interstate business. 

It prohibits Directors, officers, or em- 
ployes of two or more Federal reserve 
banks, national banks, or other banks 
or trust companies in the Federal 
serve banking system, as well as private | 
bankers and State bankers, from serv- | 
ing as Directors in any bank or trust 
company operating under the Federal 
reserve banking law. 

Both the interlocking Directorate pro- 
hibitions become effective two years| 
after the bill becomes law; violations to 
constitute misdemeanor punishable by 
$100 fine during its continuance or im- 
prisonment not over one year, or both, 


If corporations in interstate business 
have common Directors it is to be evi- 
dence of lack of real competition, and if 
they are naturally competing corpora- 
tions, such elimination of competition is 
to constitute a combination in restraint 
of trade. ‘This also becomes effective 
two years hence.

Sherman Law 


The Sherman Law 
would define contracts, combinations, 
restraint of trade, monopolization, and 
trusts within the meaning of the Sher- 
man law as embracing any combination 
or agreement which (1) creates restric- 
tions in trade or acquires monopoly in 
interstate trade, business, and com- 
merce; (2) limits or reduces production 


| and 





or increase in price of merchandise or 
commodities; (3) prevents competition 
in making, transporting, selling, or buy- 
ing merchandise, produce, or commodi- 
ties; (4) makes unlawful any gree- 
\ments or arrangements to prevent free 
and unrestricted competition between 
corporations, purchasers, or consumers | 
in sale, production, Or transportation 
of product, article, or commodity. 

Violations of these prohibitions are to 
be punishable by a fine not exceeding 
$5, ; imprisonment not exceeding a 
year, or both. The bill makes guilt for 
all such violations personal. These defi- 
nitions are not to limit or curtail the 
meaning or effect of the original Sher- 
man law. The bill is also to contain a 
paragraph relating to holding companies, 
not made public to-night. 


Trade Relations Bill. 


The Trade Relations bill adds five new 
sections to the Sherman anti-trust law. 
It prohibits persons in interstate com- 
merce from discriminating in price be- 


tween purchasers in the same or differ- 
ent sections or communities with intent

Efficiency Is Demonstrated. 


A most convincing demonstration ot 
the efficiency of the wireless telegraph 
was given when the train was twenty- 
five miles this side of Scranton on the 
return trip. Several of the passengers 
who had heard about Mr. McDonald's 
messages to Mr. Truesdale and THe New 
York Times went to the wireless oper- 
ator’s booth and asxed to see the original 


messages. David Sarnoff, Chief In- 
spector of the Marconi Wireless Tele- 
graph Company, which equipped the 
train, was in charge. He said that the 
Lackawanna operator who had sent the 
messages had left the train at Scranton, 
taking the original messages with him. 
He immediately sent a wireless call to 
Scranton, however, got into communi- 
cation with the operator, and, while 


the passengers looked over his shoulder | 


and watched him write them he received 
both messages from Scranton. They 
did not differ in a word or comma from 
those sent originally, and five minutes 
after the passengers asked for them they 
were in their hands. 

Wireless stations are now being con- 
structed at Lake Hopatcong, N. 
forty-six miles from New York, on the 
Lackawanna Road, and Bath, N. Y., 
100 miles east of Buffalo. When they 
are finished the Lackawanna, with the 
stations at Scranton and Binghamton, 
will have four stations on its line with 
overlapping radii, so that at no time be- 
tween Hoboken and Buffalo will a train 
equipped with wireless instruments be 
out of communication with a fixed 
station. 

Both the east and west bound Lacka- 
wanna Limited trains, which run be- 
tween Hoboken and Buffalo, will begin 
to handle commercial messages as soon 
as these stations are completed. 

On arriving at Nicholson yesterday the 
engineers inspected the Tunhannock 
Viaduct, which will form part of what 
is known as the Clark's Summit-Hall- 
stead cut-off. 

The cut-off will save 3.6 miles in dis- 
tance, 55 per cent. in grade, and 2,400 
degrees in curves. 
is $12,000,000. 

The Viaduct, when completed, will be 
four times as large as any concrete via- 
duct in the world.

MAY YET CONTROL WEATHER 


Sclentist Suggests Electric Currents 
to Bring Rain or Sunshine.

LONDON, Jan. —Lecturing be- 
fore the Institute of Electrical En- 
gineers, Sir Oliver Lodge this evening 
suggested the possibility of obtaining 
some measure of control over the 
weather. If clearing weather, he 
said, was due to electricity, it might

sired to produce rain, why not send 
up a kite to reach the clouds? He 
that if enough electricity 


were discharged into the clouds the 
drops would behave there as they 
did in the laboratory; they would 
coalesce, and, once that had hap- 
pened, the process might be repeated 
and cause a shower. 

When rain was wanted, the lecturer 
said, negative electricity should he 
sent up, and if fine weather was 
wanted, positive electricity.

The Secretary of State considered that, | 
as friendly relations between the United 
States and Spain had been fully re- 
established, it would be a gracious act 
to bury the past and forego the annual | 
memorial to the martyrs of the Maine.

Grand Jury Eager to Inquire Into 
His Charge of Conspiracy. 

William Sulzers assertion that his 
downfall was the result of a conspiracy 
| which was formed about a round table 
} at Delmonico’s in May, 1913, has reached 
| the special Supreme Court Grand Jury. 
'The twenty-three jurors have expressed 
} a desire to investigate this charge. 

The relation of the alleged conspiracy 
to the general graft investigation has 
|}been found to be close. The alleged 
‘attempt by a man who said he was 
James E. Gaffney to hold up Contractor 
James C. Stewart for $135,000, approxi- 
| mately, it is asserted has some connec- 
, tion with this alleged conspiracy. 
District Attorney Whitman will seek 
| for evidence to support Sulzer’s charge 
;that because he interfered with the 
{*‘shaking down” of contractors the 
war with Murphy started, and United 
States Senator O’Gorman will be a cen- 
tral figure in the investigation. Ac- 
cording to Sulzer’s testimony, Senator 
O’Gorman told him that Jim Gaffney 
was sent ont by Murphy to “ blackjack "” 
contractors, and that he [O’Gorman] had 
|}told Murphy that he would have to 
“call off Gaffney." This was after the 
visit of the man wo said he was James 
| E. Gaffney to O’Gorman’s client, James 
iC. Stewart. 

The part of Sulzer’s testimony of 
| Wednesday which interested Whitman 
; most was Sulzer’s assertion that a mes- 
sage had been sent to him by Murphy 
through John H. Delaney while the im- 
| peachment trial was in progress to the 
effect that if he would surrender Mur- 
|phy would obtain enough votes to pre- 
vent his conviction. Whitman was most 
interested in this, because it was a 
charge that an attempt had been made 
to defeat the ends of justice. This was 
the matter, it is understood, which oc- 
cupied mcst of the Grand Jury’s time 
yester8ay 

Sulzer’s testimony on this point was 
as follows: 

‘“‘Mr. Murphy sent me word, time and 
time again, after the trial began that

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Sulzer was questioned for an hour and 
a half by the Grand Jury. Every mem- 
ber of the jujry, it is understood, took 
a hand in the questioning. 

Sulzer, it {s understood, when he ap- 
|peared before the jury, stood up well 
lunder examination. He was congratu- 
jlated by many of the jurors. He told 
the same story which he told on 
Wednesday, but added many details in 
reference to his conversations with 
Senator O’Gorman about the Gaffney- 
Stewart matter. 

Sulzer said on Wednesday that Senator 

|O’Gorman had singled him out on two 
occasions to tell him about Jim Gaft- 
lney’s activity in “ shaking down” con- 
tractors. One of these occasions was 
the dinner in Sulzer’s honor at the Wal- 
dorf on Dec. 21, 1912. The second was 
at a luncheon in Washington on March 
8, 1913. Sulzer said nothing on the stand 
about a third conversation, but yester- 
day, it is understood, he told of a meet- 
ing which overshadowed in importance 
either of the other two. This meeting, 
as was learned from a man in Sulzer’s 
confidence, was held in the Executive 
Mansion on or about March 26 or 27, 
1913. It was long after midnight, it 
was said, when the Senator and the then 
Governor parted company. 

At this meeting Sulzer, it Is said, 


testified before the Grand Jury yester- 
day, Senator O'Gorman repeated what 
he had said previously about Gaffney 
and his relations with Murphy. 

Any conversation which Senator 
O’Gorman may have had with Murphy 





“ or with Sulzer ts not privileged. 
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The 
District Attorney regards as very im- 
portant the conversations which Sulzer 
asserts occurred between O'Gorman and 
Murphy and between O’Gorman and 
himself, and if Mr. Whitman had 
O’Gorman’s corroboration for everything 
that Sulzer has told about those con- 
versations, there would be enough evi- 
dence in hand to obtain several indict- 
ments. 

O’Gorman has sent word to the Dis- 
trict Attorney that he is willing to ap- 
pear at any time as a witness.

| that the bid of James Stewart & Co. for 
{Contract 72A on the Barge Canal was 
j}rejected by Supt. Duncan W. Peck of

& Co. petore the Canal Board for Con- 
tract 71A. 

Sulzer, in his testimony at the John 
Doe inquiry, swore that ‘a great in- 
justice ''’ was about to be done to Stew- 
art and the State, and it was on the 
recommendation of George H. McGuire 
of Syracuse that he sent a telegram to 
the Canal Board, urging that action be 
deferred on the contract until he could 
reach Albany. It was this action, Sul- 
ver testified, that brought John H. De- 
laney to him as a messenger from 
Charles F. Murphy to ask what his 
telegram meant, and to say that Mur- 
phy was greatly annoyed. 

The Canal Board records .show that 
on Nov. 26, 1912, the Superintendent of 
Public Works received one bid for work 
on Contract 72A, and three bids for 
work on Contract 71A. Stewart was 
the bidder on Contract 72A. To this 
bid was added the following: 

‘We further propose, if we are given 
contract 71A, in connection with this 
contract, that we will reduce excavation 
on No. 2 to $2.49 per cubic yard.” 

This proposal, if accepted, would have 
made the Stewart bid on 71A $27,000 
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below the bid of P. McGovern & Co., 
who obtained the contract. 

George Gordon Battle, Senator O’Gor- 
man’s partner, appeared before the 
Canal Board in behalf of Mr. Stewart 
and Cameron & Co. of Albany appeared 
in behalf of McGovern.

“I felt under moral obligations to the 
District Attorneys of the State to aid 
them in presenting their cases to the 
Grand Juries. I unearthed certain evi- 
dence while making investigations of 
State roads during the administration 
of Gov. Sulzer. [I presented specific 
evidence to District Attorney Ralph C. 
Greene in August of last year, and 
thereafter this testimony was presented 
to the Grand Jury in September and 
October, and some missing links on Jan. 
2 of this year. I believe that the report 
of this extraordinary Grand Jury will 
be of Statewide interest, and may point 
the way toward the real prosecution of 
highway egrafters in other sections of 
the State. I believe the same condi- 
tions exist in fifty of the sixty-two 
counties of the State. Conditions in 
some of these counties are worse, but 
none better than in Suffolk County. 

“The only way to get substantial 
proof against the grafters is to get 
physical proof—that is, go out into the 
roads and get some of the road and 
show it to the Grand Jury. This will 
be proved in another county in a few 





days, and this case will conclude the 
investigation of the roads, so far as I! 
am concerned.”

MERCADO CAMP COMMANDER. 


$70,000 Available to Pay Interned 
Mexican Soldiers. 

EL PASO, Jan. 22. Salvador 
Mercado, who commanded the Mexican 
Federal Army which was driven from 
Ojinaga, to-day was placed in command 
of the camp of his interned soldiers and 
refugees at Fort Bliss. As a token of 
his continued loyalty to “the Govern- 
ment at Mexico City, Gen. Mercado at 
once christened the main street of the 
camp “Avenida Gen. Huerta.” Al- 
though himself one of the interned refu- 
gees, who are not permitted to leave the 
reservation, Gen. Mercado was selected 
by the United States Army officials as 
best fitted to have personal supervision 
over his men, 

Water pipes were laid, and all the 
Mexicans were told that they must 


bathe regularly. Outdoor barber shops 
were also provided. 

The Mexican Consul in El Paso cailed 
at Fort Bliss to arrange to pay some 
of the back salaries of the Mexican 
soldiers. At first he refused to meet 
Gen. Mercado, but later was induced to 
confer with him. The American offi- 
cers said they had no authority to ne- 
gotiate for the payment of salary to the 
Federals.. The money said to be avail-

able for the interned soldiers is $70,- 
000, which was taken from a Federal 
paymaster.at Marfa, Texas, who at- 
tempted to drive through to Ojinaga 
when told by the American border pa- 
trol to halt. 

A fresh roll call of the Mexican sol- 
diers and refugees who fled to this 
country from Ojinaga, Mexico, and who 
are now at Fort Bliss, to-day showed 
that several hundred more Mexicans are 
dependent upon the United States for 
food and shelter than first counts in- 
dicated. The total came out as 4,987. 
Of these, 3,526 were Mexican soldiers, 
the others being women, children, and 
male civilians. Forty more wounded 
soldiers, who were left at Presidio and 
Marfa, are also to be brought here. 

Army officials estimate that it will 
cost this Government an average of 33 
cents to feed each of the self-invited 
guests, or a total of $1,675 a day, exclus- 
ive of expenditures for tenting, sani- 
tary arrangements, guarding the camp, 
and $25,000 for transportation. 

The food for the refugees consist of 
beans, beef, bread and coffee. In the 
issuing of rations they are placed on a

So flattered were the men to whom 
the invitations were sent that they

SWEDESINANTARCTIC QUEST 


Expedition to Start on Five-Year 
Journey In Fall of 1915. 
By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 

LONDON, Friday, Jan. 23.—The 
Stockholm correspondent of The Times 
says that the Swedish Antarctic Com- 
mittee, an association founded last 
year by former polar explorers and 
persons interested in polar explora- 
tion, with Admiral Palander at its 
head and Profs. Nordenskjold, Ander- 
sen, de Geer, Nathorst, and Lonnberg 
among its members, has planned a 
new Swedish expedition to the ant- 
arctic regions, which will start in the 
Autumn of 1915. 

It is intended that the proposed ex- 
pedition shall establish a base in 
Graham Land, somewhere on the 
shores of Antarctic Sound, the scene 
of Nordenskjold’s and Andersen’s 
former exploits, and spend five years 
in exploring the country. 

The station in Graham Land will be 
provided with wooden houses and a 
full complement of instruments for 
meteorological investigations and 
wireless telegraphy, and with dog 
teams and motor boats. Communica- 
tion with the outer world will be kept 
up by special arrangements with 
whaling ships which frequent the 
coast of Graham Land every season, 
and which will provision the station.

Harvard Professor Sees Hope 
of Industrial Warfare’s 
Peaceful End. 


CAPITAL MUST BE BEATEN 


Dr. Holmes Says Workers Will Win 
and State Will Control All 
Industries. 


Members of the New York Unitarian 
Club listened last night to a warm de- 
bate on Socialism at the Hotel Man- 
hattan between Dr. Charles W. Eliot, 
President Emeritus of Harvard, and the 
Rev. Dr. John H. Holmes, pastor of the 
Church of the Messiah, Thirty-fourth 
Street and Park Avenue. After Dr. 
Eliot's address, in which he took a 
hopeful view of the situation between 
capital and labor, Dr. Holmes replied 
with considerable warth that society 
faced a war to the knife until labor had 
won its inevitable victory over capital. 
At the conclusion of his speech Dr. 
Holmes said: 

“IT cannot agree with Dr. Eliot. It is 
impossible for me to love my neighbor 
as myself, because I have to protect my 
property in order that my family may 
not suffer.”’ 

Dr. Eliot arose as soon as his opponent 
had sat down and spoke briefly a sec- 
ond time. 

‘If what Dr. Holmes says is true,’’ he 
gaid, ‘‘ that he cannot love his neighbor 
as he loves himself, because he must 

rotect his purse, then he has proved 
ous to-night that Socialism is impos- 
Bible.”’ f a 

“The Way to Industrial Unity was 
Dr. Eliot’s subject. ‘*‘ Love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself ’’ was his text. He spoke 
of the system of profit sharing as an ap- 
proach to the solution of labor problems, 
and said that right conduct and love 
would eventually terminate the warfare 
between employer and employe. : 

“There is at present,’’ he said, a 
condition in the industrial world that is 
Open warfare. No other condition de- 
scribes it. It is a real warfare. Strife 
is going on all the time. Efforts to con- 
ciliate or arbitrate have failed. I have 
watched the situation for the last twen- 
ty years and I cannot see else than that 
each year the situation has grown worse 
Efforts on the part of employers of 
labor to abate the strife have accom- 
plished no more than to bring about a 
truce. These efforts have not altered 
the feelings of either party for more 
than six months or a year and then the 
strife breaks out anew, each recurrence 
being worse.

When Dr. Holmes had finished, Cyril 
H Burdett, President of the Unitarian 
Club, said Dr, Eliot wished to make a 
few remarks in reply. Dr. Eliot said: 

“I am not, like our learned friend, a 
confident prophet, but I do now this, 
that clvilization is built on two things— 
first, the family, and, second, the own- 
ership of private property. This has 
been true since the days of the primi- 
tive savage. It is founded on human 
nature, and is so solid that it never can 
be successfully resisted. 

“Our learned friend says that he can- 
not love all his neighbors as he loves 
himself, because he must protect his 
family. He cannot love them all, be- 
cause he must look out for the future of 
his little children. He cannot love them 
all because he must protect the money 
which he has in the bank. He is a con- 
fident prophet, but, if all which he says 
is true, then it must follow that social- 
ism is impossible. 

Dr. Eliot was roundly applauded. 


PHILHARMONIC CONCERT. 


Firs: Appearance of Carl Flesch in 
Beethoven Violin Concerto. 


Mr. Stransky made a programme for 
the Philharmonic Society’s concert at 
Carnegie Hall last evening that was 
harmoniously composed of works of the 
classical masters as they are now re- 
garded—a ballet suite compiled by Felix 
Mottl from Grétry’s opera of ‘‘ Céphale 
et Procris,’’ Schubert’s Unfinished Sym- 
phony and the overture to Weber’s 


opera of ‘‘ Oberon.”’ 

In addition Beethoven's violin concerto 
was played by Mr. Carl Flesch, a Ger- 
man violinist, who, having just joined 
the throng of his cdlleagues in this coun- 
try, made his first appearance in New 
York at this concert. 

The dances from Grétry’s opera are a 
tambourin, minuet, and gigue. Motti 
has modernized the orchestration of 
them somewhat by increasing its sonor- 
ity; but discreetly, without obtruding a 
modern coloring upon music that is in 
its whole nature and essence old fash- 
foned. It is pretty, melod’ous, neat and 
graceful, not calculated to ruffle the 
most placid hearer’s feelings. It was 
played quite in the spirit that belongs 
to it, prettily, neatly and gracefully, 
with delicacy and precision. 

Mr. Flesch’s performance of Beetho- 
ven's concerto was that of an excellent 
musician in many ways, but it was with- 
out great distinction; and in this year 
of great violinists the standard is high. 
Mr. Flesch has command of the tech- 
nique that the concerto demands; a vig- 
orous bow, an unusually powerful but 
not always a refined or sympathetic 
tone. He lacks an innate feeling for 
rhythm and is afflicted with a marked 
tendency to slide from note to note in 
‘“‘glissando’’ or ‘‘ portamento’”’ and 
these characteristics of style are pecu- 
liarly destructive of the purity and no- 
bility essential to Beethoven’s work. 
Mr. Flesch played it with evident sin- 
cerity and devotion, without affectation 
or attempt at personal display. 

3ut it was not a performance deeply 
permeated with the profoundly poetical 
spirit of the work. Its good qualities 
found favor avith the audience, however, 
and Mr. Fiesch was so enthusiastically 
recalled that he responded by playing 


two movements from one of Bach's 


| solo sonatas. 
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“ Tristan’”’ at the Metropolitan. 

“Tristan und Isolde” was given for the 
second time at the Metropolitan Opera 
with a cast that was like that of 
the first performance, except that Mr. 
Putnam Griswceld appeared as King 
Marke. He gave a noble and dignified 
performance and sang with splendid 
beauty of tone and clearness of diction, 
as is his wont. Mme. Fremstad was not 
in her best voice as Isolde; but her im- 
personation had its profound impressiv: 
ness, its splendid passion and poesy | 
from the histrionic point of view. Mme 
Ober’s Brangaene, was a notable feature 
of the performance, as before. Mr. Ur- 
lus was the Tristan and Mr. Weil the 
Kurwenal. 

Enough cannot be said of the magnifi- 
cent reading of the orchestral! score by 
Mr. Toscanini, who conducted the per- 
formance. It is one of the most con- 
summate of his achievements.

MIDDLEBURG WANTS 
NOVEL SUPPRESSED 


Villagers Say the Rev. Bouck 
White Libeled Them in 
“The Mixing.” 


SEEK AID OF WHITMAN 


They Object to Being Portrayed as 
Peasants—Promise Author Warm 
Reception if He Will Return. 


On behalf of nearly every one of the 
1.100 inhabitants of Middleburg, a quaint 
old Dutch village lying behind the 
Shanks of the Catskills in Schoharie 
County, Matthew D. Wood, an attorney, 
with offices in the Woolworth Building, 
placed before District Attorney Whit- 
man yesterday charges of criminal libel 
against the Rev. Bouck White, author 
of ‘‘The Mixing ’’ and several other 
books. Mr. Whitman has consented to 
read ‘‘ The Mixing,’’ in which the al- 
leged libels appear and for the sup- 
pression of which the whole town is 
clamoring. 

Mr. Wood and the Rev. Mr. White 
grew up together in Middleburg, and up 
to the time of the publication of Mr. 
White’s book were warm friends, but 
now Mr. Wood is as bitter against the 
writer as any of the other Middleburg 
inhabitants who were put in ‘‘ The Mix- 
ing.’’ They were put in the book with 
their real names, they complain, and 
were portrayed as ‘‘ peasants” in a 
moribund village without any com- 
munity sense or civic consciousness. 

Everybody in Middleburg, from 
‘“‘Jim’”’ Borst, the butcher, to ‘‘ Dan” 
Frisbie, Speaker of the Assembly in 
the 1911 Legislature, is up in arms. 

All are anxious to come here to tes- 
tify and say that they won't be satisfied 
until Mr. White is put in jail. If he 
ever goes to Middleburg again, he is as- 
sured of a warm reception. 

Mr. White, who lives in Brooklyn, said 
last night that he thought the people of 
Middleburg should feel complimented. 

‘“*I made of them flesh-and-blood char- 


acters, although there are no fle sh-and- 
blood people in Middleburg,"’ he said. 
“The characters in the book are not 
represented exactly by the names they 
go under. I used the old Dutch names 
because they fitted in with the atmos- 
phere of the book.” 

The book, Mr. White explained, was 
written to depict the decadence of the 
rural communities in this country, and 
Middleburg was picked as a _  back- 
ground because it was typical of such 
communities. The opening chapters de- 
scribe a place showing every sign of 
decay, its streets grown up with grass, 
the fences falling down and the gates 
dropping from tneir hinges. Into the 
town come a number of active young 
people from the city who wake up the 
town and regenerate it in spite of the 
resentment of the *“ cracker barrel phi- 
losophers’"’ who live there. According 
to Mr. White, Middleburg is at the end 
of a ‘“‘one-horse railroad, which has 
one engine and one car.” 

“One day,” he went on, 
blew so hard that it sent a baby into 
hysterics and the mother got off the 
train and drove the rest of the way ina 
hack. Once there lived in Middleburg 
a woman who was sweet on the conduc- 
tor. When she told him on one of the

trips that she he ud forgotte n her Valise, 
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he pulled the bell cord and backed the 
train for two miles into Middleburg. 
Then the valise was found in the rack 
over the woman's head.” 

In a letter which Mr. Wood received 
during the day the clergyman novelist 
wrote: 

“These people are peasants. They 
are bleaters, typical of a country com- 
munity.”’ 

Some one in Middleburg recently 
wrote to a newspaper, referring to Mr. | 
White as ‘‘a male child born some years 
ago in this village, whose early stupid- 
ity gave no indication of his future pre- 
cocity.’’ The writer said that the nov- 
éelist was suffering from ‘ mental jim- 
jams,’ and described the book as “a 
mass of literary hash.”’ 

“The Mixing” is the fourth book 
from Mr. White's pen. The third, which 
was entitled ‘‘The Call of the Carpen- 
ter,’’ pictured Christ as a labor leader 
of His time. At the time of its publica- 
tion Mr. White was Head Resident in 
the parish house of the Church of the 
Holy Trinity in Brooklyn, of which Dr. 
J. Howard Melish is rector. He be- 
came Head Resident in 1908, before 
which he occupied the pul pit in the Con- 
gregational church at Clayton, N. 
and the Lewis Avenue Church in Brook- 
lyn. He is also author of ‘Quo 
Vaditis’’ and ‘‘The Book of Daniel 
Drew.” 

On Feb. 6 Mr. White was arrested 
during the garment workers’ strike. He 
was charged with disturbing the peace.

proportion of the steerage passenger traffic, 
were fully considered. The lines were unan- 
imously of opinion that neither past nor 
present conditions warranted these demands 
put forward by the Hamburg-American Line, 
but that, on the contrary, they were in fla- 
grant contradiction of the position the Ham- 
burg-American Line has emphatically main- 
tained in similar instances toward other 
companies. 

Tr. lines therefore s 
these claims id resolve to carry 
existing agreement among themselves, 
a the Hamburg-American Line, 
the object of upholding an organization which 
has given entire satisfacticn “during the long 
period of twenty-two years, and thus pro- 
tecting the recognized position of the various 
lines toward each other. 

The delegates met again in confer- 
ence to-day, but adjourned without tak- 
ing any further action. 

It is said that nothing is likely to oc- 
cur in connection with passenger rates 
until after Jan. 31, when it is expected 
that the Hamburg-American Line will 
disclose its plans.

PHONED ‘GOOD-BYE” 


Files Suit for Separation from 
Contractor and Realty 
Owner. 


“TRIAL MARRIAGE,” HE SAID 


Her Charges of Cruelty Include His 
Parents and Cover Four Years 
of Marrlage. 


Mrs. Mildred Paterno, the wife of 
Francis 8. Paterno, a wealthy contract- 
or, began a sult for separation yesterday 
on the ground of cruetty. In her com- 
plaint, filed in the County Clerk's office, 
Mrs. Paterno says her husband and his 
father and mother made her home “a 
veritable inferno.”’ 

Mr. and Mrs. Paterno were married on 
Sept. 30, 19090, and went to live with 
Mr. Paterno's parents at 3,058 Heath 
Avenue, the Bronx. Her father-in-law 
and her husband, according to Mrs, 
Paterno, were half owners of the Pa- 
terno & Son Contracting Company. Mrs. 


'Paterno said her real trouble began at 


the time her first child was born. At 
that time, she said, her husband, in a 
very ‘“‘penurious’’ manner, engaged & 
physician who was both young and in- 
experienced, with the result that her 
health thereafter was Impaired. 

After the child was born her hus- 
band’s parents, she said, subjected her 
to petty bickerings, reporting to her 
husband toe time she went out and the 
time she came in, especially when she 
happened to be a moment late. They 
also told her husband of what seemed 
to them extravagance on her part, and, 
although she was in delicate health, 
they forced her, Mrs. Paterno says, te 
do the family washing. She proteste 
to her husband, but he was astounded, 
she said, that she should think of hir- 
ing a washerwoman for $1.60 a day, a 
sum greater than he had to pay for a 
day laborer.

Mr. Holman says the Golden Rule 
Alliance is unconnected with the Inter- 
national Sunshine Society, whose affairs 
were investigated a short time ago by 
the State Board of Charities, but it is, 


in a way, an offshoot of the Sunshine 
Society. Mr. Holman was until Jan. 1, 
i913, Field Secretary of the Sunshine 
| Society. As such, according to Mr. Heb- 
berd, he received 50 per cent. of the 
money collected by him. But Mr. Hol- 
man insisted yesterday that he got only 
25 per cent. as salary and 25 per cent 
for expenses; that he had only $15 a 
week left after paying for the boxes and 
collectors, and that he had to go into 
his poc ket for many hundreds of dollars. 

On Dec. 16, 1912, the Golden Rule 
Alliance was incorporated in New Jer- 
sey, and the former Field Secretary of 
the Sunshine Society became the active 
head and Treasurer. According to its 
circulars, Fanny J. Crosby, the blind 
hymn writer, is its President, and its 
Vice Presidents are Lillian A. Lilly, 
Luella Pierce, and Anna 8S. Allendorf. 
The Rev. Mr. Holman’s wife, Mabel 
Holman, is Secretary, and, according to 
Mr. Hebberd, the Holmans practically 
manage the affairs of the organization. 
Formerly the society had two mite- 
box collectors, the Rev. E. V. Gearhart 
of 47 Second Avenue, Newark, and Ar- 
thur Richmond of 109 West Sixty-eighth 
Street, Manhattan. Collector Richmond, 
who was found counting pennies and 
nickels and wrapping them up in the 
hallroom office of the society, on the 
second floor of 75 Fifth Avenue, ex- 
plained yesterday why he is now the 
only collector of the organization and 
why Newark is no longer tributary to 
its ‘‘ charity and profit.”

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ATHLETICS COST A BILLION. 


But Few College Students Take 
Part in Physical Exercises. 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind., Jan, 22.—Ath- 
letic expenses of colleges in the United 
States amount to more than one billion 
dollars a year, but the major portion of 
the’ money does not go to pay for physi- 
cal exercises of the students. This in- 
formation was contained in the report of 
Dr. H. Shindle Wingert, Director of 
Physical Education at Ohio State Uni- 
versity, which was received by the ath- 
letic authorities of Indiana University 
to-day. 

The majority of students attending 
American colleges do not take the physi- 
cal exercises necessary to keep their 
bodies in a healthful condition, the re- 
port says. Dr Wingert shows that of 
111,600 students in 150 institutions, only 
18,359 participate in the athletic games, 
while in non-varsity games, 45,578 men 
take part. On the sports not played 
under the direction of colleges only 
$71,000 is spent annually. 

Out of 142 colleges taking part in in- 
tercollegiate sports 37 per cent, take no 
interest in fostering any type of physical 
exercise, the report says. Fifty-one per 
cent. try to create love for sports by 
promoting bootball, baseball, basket ball 
and other games. Twenty-one per cent. 
give corrective exercises; 14 per cent. 
hygienic lectures; 5 per cent. require 
swimming, and 2 per cent. teach danc- 
ing. 

Dr. Wingert's investigation is part of

TO FIGHT FOR KILLIFER. 


May Be Enjoined from Playing with 
Phillies, Says Federal Attorney. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 22.—‘‘ If 
William Killifer plays baseball at all, 
he will play with the Federal League,”’ 
E. E. Gates, general counsel for. the 
Federal League, said to-night in dis- 
cussing the action of the player in sign- 
ing a contract with the Federal League 
and subsequently signing to play with 
the Philadelphia National League team. 


Mr, Gates declared that court decisions 
sustain this view. 

“Tf Killifer actually has signed 
contract to play with Philadelphia there 
are but two conclusions which follow 
such action,’’ Mr, Gates said. . * First, 
that organized baseball has abandoned 
its initial position announced to the 
public and to the players, that it would 
not take back into organized baseball 
a player who jumped to t® Federal 
League. Second, that the law will pro- 
tect the Federal League in all contracts 
it has signed with players, and Killifer 
can be enjoined from playing with the 
Philadelphia Club. As Mr. Gilmore an- 
nounced, both the players and their con- 
tracts will be protected, even if it is 
necessary to resort to the courts to do 
so, and the courts have held that a 
player’s contract for a specific season 
cannot be broken.” 

Mr. Gates departed to-night for Chi- 
cago, where an important conference 
will be held to-morrow.

A protest against the adoption of any 
plan for the Grand Central connection vf 
the new Léxington Avenue subway and 
the old Park Avenue line, which would 


be likely to cut through the soft rock in 
that vicinity, was adopted yesterday by 
the Fourth Avenue Association at a 
meeting in the Park Avenue Hotel. The 
protest will. be forwarded to the mem- 
bers of the Board of Estimate. 

Lloyd Collis, consulting engineer of 
the association, called attention to the 
many accidents which occurred in the 
construction of the present Park Avenue 
subway. He said: 

The rock throughout this section is no- 
toriously unstable. It was originally 
shaken by blasting when the street car 
tunnel was constructed, again when the 
Subway tubes were put through, and is 
seamy, as proven by the cave-in of March 
21, 1902. All the routes so far planned by 
a majority of the Public Service Commis- 
sioners contemplate a connection where 
these conditions exist, where the concrete 
lining must be pierced, ,.blasting occur, the 
centre webb between the two tubes removed 
in order to deploy the tracks to the east, 
and during tke entire operation the Sub- 
way must be operated, carrying its 200.0% 
passengers a day, trains passing a given 
point on one of the four tracks every 
seconds, with the consequent vibration.

CLOTHS ABROAD? 


The American Woolen Company 
Has Sent a Man to Eng- 
land to Find This Out. 


TRADE NOT AGREED ON PLAN 


A Selling Agent Says England Can 
Beat America on’ Any Class 
of Goods, 


President William R. Wood of the 
American Woolen Company, in a dis- 
patch recétved in this market from Bos- 
ton yesterday, admitted that he had sent 
a representative to England to investi- 
gate the possibility of developing for- 
eign markets for their worsteds and 
woolens. The representative is Frank E, 
Anderson, formerly selling agent of the 
Standish Worsted Company. Mr. An- 
derson will be joited soon by, John R. 
Mann, who will take with him sample 
lines of certain fabrics made by the 
American Woolen Company. 

The local trade attaches special sig- 
nificance to this step, inasmuch as it 
took place so soon after the announce- 
ment by the Forstmann & Huffmann 
Company that it was selling its lines of 
women’s wear goods in Paris. It takes 
further significance in view of the re- 
ports concerning the lack of foreign 
competition in this market in men’s wear 
lines, 

The American Woolen Company has, 
it was said, taken upon itself to investi- 
gate the possibility .of finding foreign 
markets, and whether it is fearing that 
its outlet will be limited because of in- 
creased foreign competition here under 
the lower tariff, or whether the mills’ 
production is greater than can be con- 
sumed in the domestic markets, or 
whether the production of its mills is to 
be increased, are matters of interested 
speculation among the members of the 


| local worsted and woolen trade. 


Investigation yesterday revealed that 
not all of the local trade held the same 
opinion as to the practicability of sell- 
ing American fabrics abroad. A _ well- 
known sélling agent branded the step as 
ridiculous, and said that the manutact- 
urers in this country could not success- 
fully compete in foreign markets. He 
asserted that the English manufacturers 
could beat the American Company on 
any of the goods it made. This mer- 
chant contended that the English goods, 
especially the high-grade fabrics and 
the cheaper-grade goods, could be 
brought here under a duty of 5 per 
cent. to undersell similar domestic 
grades. Hence, he said, competition in 
England with the classes of goods re- 
ferred to would be out of the question. 

The situation in medium-priced fab- 
rics, said this selling agent, is different, 
but he still contended that a domestic 
Eu- 
rope against the goods made there, al- 
though he could compete in his home 
markets against the foreigners. He 
gave as his reasons the equal tariff con- 
citions in wool, the fact that wages in 
this country were about twice as high as 
those in England, and that selling ex- 
penses were higher in America than in 
England. He also said that no estab- 
lished channels for exporting our goods 
had been established as yet, and that 
interest charged here was greater than 
charged abroad. The American 
manufacturers, he contends, cannot 
overcome these difficulties. 

When the case of an American firm 
that is selling goods in Paris was cited, 
he said that the situation was different, 
and added that the company referred to 
had probable hit upon a novelty fabric 
that the French people wanted. But, he 
said, when the French mills duplicate 
that fabric, as they doubtless will, what 
will become of the business of the Amer- 
ican firm? 

The representative of a prominent out- 
of-town manufacturer of men’s clothing 
who returned from England a short time 
ago was of the opinion that the Amer- 
ican Woolen Company could suceess- 
fully compete in England, considering 
the prices at which a number of the 
fubrics were opened recertly. 

He said that English manufacturers 
quoted prices net. In rare cases they 
carry a cash discount of 2 per cent. To 
those net prices, he asserted, the buyer 
adds the cost of packing and transporta- 
tion. Prices in America carry the cost 
ot packing and also a cash discount of 
10 per cent., and also a privilege of 
time for payment, not subject to the 
cash discount. 

The American Woolen Company, this 
man holds, can go to England with its 
low-priced staples and compete success- 
fully.

Netsukes, carved ivories, inros of lac- 
quer and other lacquers were sold at the 
opening of the second half of the John 
Hi.

ing that if the producer got 75 cents a 
yard for it he got a good profit, despite 
the fact that it was a hard fabric to 
wnake. He estimated the wholesalo cost 
to the store at 77 cents, freight includ- 
ed, The difference between that figure 
and the retail figure mentioned was 
clear profit, he said. Another member 
of the group then said that his mill 
could duplicate the fabric shown and 
offer it at the same figure, or slightly 
less. He would not attempt to have his 
mill duplicate it, however, because he 
contended that the lack of the magic 
power of the word “ imported ’’ would 
absolutely prevent its acceptance by lo- 
eal buyers. The fabric itself is rather | 
unusual, however, and this may have!

TEN DEFENDANTS NAMED 


Charge Made That Company Was 
Insolvent and Stockholders Did 
Not Assent to Purchase.

8T. LOUIS, Mo., Jan. 22.—Suit by the 
receivers was filed in the United States 
District Court to-day against present 
and former Directors of the St. Louis & 
San Francisco Railroad Company for 
the restitution of $14,408,921.29, the price 
which the Frisco paid in May, 1910, for 
the St. Louls, Brownsville & Mexico 
“feeder” line, plus losses which the 
Frisco is alleged to have suffered since 
from the operation of this line. 

The proceedings were filed at this time 
in order to obtain service upon Benja- 
min F. Yoakum, Chairman of the Fris- 
co Board of Directors and one of the 
defendants, who came to St. Louis to 
confer with officers of the St. Louis 
Union Trust Company and who is work- 
ing on a plan of reorganization. 

Following are the defendants named 
in the petition: B. F. Yoakum, New 
York, Chairman of the Frisco Board of 
Directors; James Campbell, St. Louis, 
Vice President of the Frisco; W. K. 
Bixby, St. Louis, former Frisco Di- 
rector; Thomas H. West, St. Louis, for- 
mer Frisco Director and receiver; A. 
6. Greig, St. Louis, former Frisco Di- 
rector; B. L. Winchell, Chicago, former 
President and receiver of fthe Frisco; 
Cc. W. Hillard, New York, Vice Presi- 
dent of Frisco; E. V. R. Thayer, Bos- 
ton, Director of the Frisco; F rank 
Trumbull and Hang Winterfeldt, New 
York, former Frisco Directors. 

The wealth of James Campbell Is esti- 
mated at not less than $4u,000,000; W. 
K. Bixby is rated at $10,000,000. 

Yoakum, Campbell, and Bixby, the re- 
ceivers allege, acted as both buyers and 
sellers to their individual profit in the 
Brownsville deal, and ‘‘ in fraud in and 
in disregard ot the rights of the Frisco 
stockholders.’ 

The receivers affirm that they are un- 
able to recover stocks, bonds, and secu- 
rities which, as a result of the New Or- 
leans, Texas & Mexico deal, now consti- 
tute an outst: nding liability of $28,000,- 
000 against the Frisco Company. The 
company, it is declared, was insolvent 
at the time of the deal, and is now. 

It is alleged that prior to the adoption 
of the Brownsville purchase ee 
by the Frisco Directors on Dec. 1, 1009 
no meeting of Frisco stockholders had 
been called or held by the Directors at 
which the holders of a majority of the 
Frisco’s stock had assented to the 
Brownsville purchase. 

It also is charged that the 
holders of Frisco stock had not con- 
sented in writing to the purchase of the 
Brownsville Road or the Brownsville 
stock, nor had a certificate of such con- 
sent, signed by the President and the 
Secretary of the Frisco Company, been 
filed with the Secretary of State of 
Missouri, as required by Missouri's Con- 
stitution and statutes.

Central Trust Co. Answer Alds 
Crosstown Bondholders. 


The Central Trust Company, which 
was named as one of the defendants in 
the suit for $1,745,844.21, brought in the 
Federal District Court, against the New 
York Railways Company and two others 
by John W. Hemer and other bondhold- 
ers of the old Twenty-elghth and Twen- 
ty-ninth Streets Crosstown Railroad 
Company, filed its answer yesterday.

Deals for Apartment House 


Sites on Upper West Side— 


Fifth Avenue Lease at $40 a Square Foot—City 
Buys Bronx Plot for Police Station— 
Brooklyn and Suburban Activity.

“The patient, still under my care, is 
now in fair health, but the fact that 
tubercular bacilli are present leaves the 
final outcome of his case in doubt. He 
evidently suffered from a slight awe 
ening of tubercular bacilli after the 
typhoid. This infection was cured, prac- 
tically. Then the vaccine was_ used, 
after which the tubercular bacilli re- 
awakened in more vigorous form, 

‘““We have as yet found no explana- 
tion for the fact that we have been 
able to effect brilliant recoveries from 
typhoid by the use of, vaccine, and vet 
have been so helpless against the bacilli 
of tuberculosis.’
